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Council Sets 
fax Rate 
At $2.29 

Adopts Ordinance Reduc¬ 
ing Levy Six Cents Under 
That Of Last Year 

An ordinance fixing the city's 
tax rate at $2.29 for the current 
fiscal year was adopted at a 
meeting of the city council Tues¬ 
day night, following its amend¬ 
ment increasing the levy assessed 
against Canyon Park properties 
to anticipate delinquencies there 
but not affecting other sections 
of the city. This adjustment af¬ 
fecting the four canyon zones 
was made to help carry through 
the Canyon’s Mattoon act bond 
liquidation. 

A reduction of six cents in the 
tax rate under that of last year 
calls for $1.00 against each $100 
of assessed valuation for the 
city’s general fund; 16c for main¬ 
tenance of the public library and 
$1.13 to meet sinking fund and 
interest requirements of outstand¬ 
ing bond issues. 

Six cents below the rate ot 
last year the reduction is one 
cent below the new tax rate in 
Glendora where the rate was re¬ 
duced seven cents under last 
year’s figures. These are the two 
outstanding tax reductions in San 
Gabriel Valley. In several cities, 
notably Ontario, the tax rate has 
ueen increased. 

The tax ordinance and the 
resolution apportioning the vari* 
ous expeditures for the fiscal year 
will be found in full on pages 2 
and 7 of this issued of THE 
NEWS. 

The county supervisors Wed¬ 
nesday fixed the county tax rate 
at $1.51 per $100 of assessed 
valuation, an increase of nine cents 
over that of last year. A sep- 
erate levy of 21 cents was set 
for the flood control district, an 
increase of two cents above that 
of last year, so that Sierra Mad- 
reans are sure now that their 
taxes for all purposes other than 
schools will be $5.01. Though the 
I school tax has been fixed for 
surrounding communities, county 
officials have not announced the 
rate to be assessed here. 

The city council reconsidered 
its decision to cancel in¬ 
surance on bonds held to protect 
city deposits and renewed the 
| bond insurance amounting to 
$120 a year. 

City Is Represented 
At Planner’s Meet 
In Old Mexico 

Sierra Madre was represented 
at the international convention of 
city planning and housing offi¬ 
cials held in Mexico City from 
August 13 to 20. Robert Wright, 

I chairman of the city planning 
commission, and Mrs. Wright, at¬ 
tended all the sessions. Kenneth 
Sampson, zoning engineer of the 
1 regional planning commission who 
has been advising the local com¬ 
mission in preparation of the new 
zoning ordinance, traveled with 
the Wrights, who lived in Mexico 
for many years. The convention 
sessions were held in the Palacio 
de Belle Artes, formerly the Na¬ 
tional Theatre, said to be one of 
the world’s most beautiful struc¬ 
tures. 

"No one who attended the con¬ 
vention could fail to get a lot 
out of it," said Mr. Wright on his 
return. Huge water colors of pro¬ 
jected highway, city planning and 
housing projects about to be un¬ 
dertaken throughout Mexico were 
surprisingly modern and of par¬ 
ticular interest to American dele¬ 
gates, though some of them on 
their first visit to the republic 
passed up many sessions to take 
in the bull fights.

McAdoo Vote 
Here Shock 
To Friends 

President’s Choice Ran 3rd 
In Sierra Madre— Few 
Surprises In Primary 

Unless it was the pitifully 
small vote cast for the once 
mighty McAdoo in the Demo¬ 
cratic senatorial race, or the 
surprisingly large vote cast for 
the unknown Carl Kegley as a 
candidate for attorney general in 
the same party’s primary, there 
were practically no surprises in 
Tuesday’s balloting in Sierra 
Madre. Less than half the quali¬ 
fied electors took the trouble 
to go to the polls at the close of 
a listless campaign. 

Kegley, smart enough to figure 
that the promise of something 
for nothing would attract a huge 
vote and with no other claim to 
fame or office, built his campaign 
wholly on the $30 a week propo¬ 
sition. His vote here and else¬ 
where in the state is taken to 
give a pretty good indication 
of the number of believers in the 
$30 plan. 

Strongly figured by his local 
adherents to carry this city, be- 
‘ cause of President Roosevelt’s 
| strong endorsement, McAdoo ran 
third. Merriam, Republican, for 
Governor, and Olson, Demo¬ 
crat, were expected to carry 
the city and did. Carl Hinshaw’s 
smashing voto for the Republican 
Congressional nominition was 
also expected, as was the ma¬ 
jority the city gave T. Fenton 
Knight as a candadlate for the 
Republican assembly nomination. 

Though defeated in the district, 
T. A. Reynolds, Sierra Madre 
candidate for the Democratic As¬ 
sembly nomination, carried his 
home town by a small majority 
over Preston, his only opponent. 
Judge John A. H. Sturgeon. Mon¬ 
rovia township justice of the 
peace who was re-elected at the 
primary, carried the city easily. 

Though returns were eagerly 
>waited here where Craig Mc¬ 
Laughlin was a candidate for the 
Democratic County Central Com¬ 
mittee and Lester K. Layton for 
the Republican Committee, noth¬ 
ing like complete returns of the 
< ommittee contests had been tabu¬ 
lated by the registrar of voters 
late last night.

Fried chicken dinners are fine, of 
course, but it is a shame that there 
always seem to be three or four 
pieces leftover which are not enough 
to cream, not enough for salad, not 
enough, apparently, for anything ex¬ 
cept to be gobbled cold by some hun¬ 
gry family “refrigerator prowler.’’ 

Here is where putting two and 
two together comes in. Hot biscuits 
and chicken have long been part¬ 
ners. Use the left-over chicken as a 
filling for biscuits. Doesn’t that 
lound good? It is. 

Cut the chicken in small pieces to 
make one cupful. Use 'A cup thick 
chicken gravy or well seasoned cream 
sauce. Mix chicken and gravy with 
1 hard cooked egg, chopped fine, 1 
teaspoon grated onion and 2 table¬ 
spoons sliced ripe olives. Season 
with salt and pepper. 

Make your regular baking powder 
biscuit dough. Pat it out 'A inch 
thick and cut in rounds. The amount 
in the recipe fills 18 good-sized 
biscuits, or 24 small ones. Place a 
spoonful of the chicken mixture in 
the center of every other biscuit and 
moisten the edges of the dough with 
milk. Cover with the plain rounds, 
and press the edges together with a 
fork. Prick the tops and bake in a 
450-degree oven until browned.
